REMARKS 


Claims 1-8 are all the claims pending in the application. Applicants thank the Examiner for 
indicating that claims 7 and 8 are allowed and that claims 1-6 would be allowable if rewritten to 
overcome the § 112 rejection discussed below. 

The Examiner has approved the proposed new Fig. 5 as submitted with the § 111 
Amendment on July 18, 2003. A formal corrected drawing is being submitted herewith. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph. In order to overcome this 
rejection, Applicants amend claim 1 to clarify that two lower boom members are provided, thus 
allowing for three members to form the triangle and for the cross-tie to be connected between the two 
lower boom members.
